prisoners at the Ohio penitentiary, to 


Columbus Citizen reporter, Post- 


master R. M. Eownd says that Mien 
lie was a member of the board of 
prison managers under the Warden 
Coffin regime, there were 96 prisoners 
on the favored list who w«re permit- 
ted to draw raw rations and cook 
them themselves. „ 


Mr. Rownd had Superintendent Mun- 


shower of the httchen figure on the 
extra cost to the state involved in 
this proceeding. When he finally re- 
ported, the expens^ as near as he 
could arrive at it was about ?2000. Mr. 
Rownd protested to Warden Coffin and 
said the thing must stop, for the rea» 
son, first, that it was unfair to the 
other prisoners, and second, that it 
was an outrage upon the taxpayers. 


Warden 
Coffin's 
answer to Mr. 


Rownd was that he had known many 
of the favored ones before their in- 
carceration in the <big prison, ann he 
did not have the heart to deny them 
the request of drawing the raw ra- 
tions and permit tbess to prepare them 
in-their own way and to suit »tieir own 
taste. But Mr. Rownd was insistent 
and told .the warden that unless this 
privilege was taken, from those 96 
prisoners he would bring the matter 
before the iboard at the first Meeting. 


Warden Coffin then sold Mr. Rownd 


that he had no serious objection since 
the extra coat hud been pointed out, 
but having accorded these prisoners 
the privii*g-e complained ot he said 
he did not like to take !t away from 
them, and as an easy way out, <no ask- 
ed Mr. Rownd to assume the responsi- 
bility, which he did without delay or 
cevemonj', and the order was revoked.
